Eoth mirrors are
fixed to the framework at an agle of
46 degrees. When' the framework Is
oxtended and the upper mirror {a
ralsed above the trench, the view In
reflected by the upper mirror down to
the lower one, which reflects the light
rays horimntnlly to the eyes of the
observer, ' The, June Popular Ne-
chanics magazine contains a picture
of the device.
